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CHAPTER I 


An Overview 


The main purpose of evaluation being tbe improvement of learning, it is imper^tivt 
for a teacher to evaluate his pupils* attainment quite frequently during the teaching learninf 
process. A teacher, therefore, needs a large amount of test material for use in the class as 
well as for examinations. This book has been developed to provide the teachers o1 
secondary schools with a wide range of test items on different areas of English language 
The teachers can use these items for the following purposes: 

1. These items can be used for testing a particular point during a lesson. 

2. They can be used as end-of-the-lesson tests after teaching each unit. 

3. These questions may also be used for preparing an examination question paper. 

4. These items will also work for teachers as samples of different varieties of question! 
that can be prepared for testing pupils’ achievement in English language. 

This book is, therefore, a ready reference material for the teachers, which they cai 
fall back upon as and when the need arises. 

The book has been organised in two parts. The first part consists of an overviev 
of the book and a chapter on testing of language which not only enumerates the inbtru 
ctional objectives of English and their specifications but also discusses as to how to tes 
them. The second part of the book consists of different varieties of questions that can bi 
constructed for testing different areas of English language. 

The items presented in this book are essentially test items. Though most of th' 
teaching items are used for testing, some items which are useful as teaching devices do no 
prove very good as test items, e.g., substitution tables are good teaching exercises as the; 
provide a lot of pattern practice to the students but it is not a good testing device as in testini 
wc need only a sample of the students’ competence in manipulating a particular pattern anr 
not the whole exercise consisting of 5-6 sentences of the same pattern. Moreover, tl 
teaching exercises are graded but these test items as presented in this book are not gradec 
according to their difHculty level.

Tlie book deals with wriltcn tests only and the abilities ol lisienifi}* c»Miipftheiisinn 
and oral cNprcssion are not taken into account here. The test items used in tliis bi'ok are 
of four types: objective type items, very short answer type, short aiisncr ijpranf}c,Hiiy 
type. Ill objective type items the answers arc provided and (he Miuleiii has to select the 
correct answer. For the otlier three types of questions, the aiHivers hasc be hupplied by 
the students The answers for very short answer questions may ran^tc fr<nn one word to 
one sentence. SJiort answer type questions demand sliphily lonycr answers than the very 
short answer type questions. 'Ihe answers for these may he within ?() words. '1 he es^iy 
type questions are those for which long 8nswcr.s arc necdcil, i.c, I’lom svi^rds to 
200-250 words. 

Gencriiliy speaking objective type questions may carry 1 mark each. 1 he range of 
murks for very short answer question may be from i to 1. .Shi'ri answer questions may he 
allotted 2 to 4 marks, whereas, essay type questions may earry 5 to 15 marks deperidiiiji on 
the length of the answer required. 

The lest items arc grouped area-wise and under each area a variety of quc'dions 
arc given. The objectives and the specifications which the questions test arc aKo nmnimncd. 
The teacher can find the required items by looking at the list of contents Jiach section ii 
preceded by a short introductory note. The answers for the items arc provided at the end 
of each .section, Answers for the .section on composition have iirt been provided; itisknd a 
note on how to grade conipo.sitioii.s lifts been given. 

It is hoped that this book will help the teachers of linplish in assccsing the achieve- 
ment of the siudenis and thereby improving their language abilities. 



CHAPTER II 


Testing of Language 


Testing is an integral part of any teaching and learning programme. Testi and 
examinations arc not alwavs at the end of the term but arc spread over the whole academic 
year. Bc.sidc.'! measuring the sludenis* achievement at the conclusion of the course, tests arc 
also used for assevsing their progrc.ss during the teaching learning process. If the Jmiguagc 
testa arc to be a valid measure of students’ achievement, they should be based on the 
objectives of language teaching. 

The main components of language learning and teaching are ILstcning, speaking, 
reading and writing. The underlying ability in listening and reading is 'comprehension' and 
in speaking and writing ‘expression’. Since the grammatical structures and vocabulary arc 
the most important elements shared by alt the four abilities, a knowledge of these is essential 
for Icariimg a language. lienee, knowledge of the elements of language, comprehen* 
sion and expression arc the three major objectives of any mstructioiial and csulualion 
programinc in language and it is the test constructor’s task to measure accurately the 
students’ achievement m developing these abilities by various suitable means, 

The proficiency in speaking and listening can be tested by oral tests and that in 
reading and writing through written tests. This book incorpornic.s test questions for 
evaluating students’ knowledge of the elements of language, his ability in reading compre* 
hension and written expression. 

Testing Ktmwiciigc of the Elements of Language 

In order to be able to use a language, knowledge of its vocabulary and structure is 
very essential. Tlirough vocabulary tests, we test the students’ knowledge of the meaning of 
atrluin wordi* and phrases in context. By testing gfiimmatica) structure we want to know 
how far a student is able to maiiipul.Ue the structures of a language and to dihtinguish 
between appropriate and tnappropnaie grammatical forms.

I'esting Com prehension 

Comprehension in language means the student's ability to understand whatever is 
coniinunicated in writing or orally. This ability, however, can range from simple grasping 
of the meaning or lire central idea to the critical evaluation of the content. 

Broadly speaking, comprehension consists of the ability to grasp the meanings of 
words and phrases in context, to identify the main statements, facts and ideas in a commuiu* 
cation, to perceive relationships and sequence of ideas, to interpret implied iitcanirtg of a 
passage, to draw conclusions, to make inferences and to "read between the lines'. 

In a testing situation, comprehension can be best evaluated through the pupil a 
responses to unseen material. The presentation of (he familiar material results in eliciting 
only the memorized responses. Therefore, the use of unseen passage is the best way to 
ensure validity and reliability of a comprehension lest. 

Multiple choice questibns may be v’ery successfully employed for testing 
comprehension without resorting to the expression skills of the students, IF the students 
have achieved a certain level of e.sprcssion skill and have little difliculiy in coiniminkMiitig 
their thoughts, then very short answer and short answer type questions nuiy also he used 
to test coniprehemsion. 

Testing Expression 

Expression means the ability of the student to put his ideas in proper sequence, 
using proper vocabulary and structures, both orally and in writing. 

In written expression the purpose ol the test is to assess the extent to which a 
student manages to use appropriate words, phrases, and structures to communicate hi% 
ideas. Relevance of ideas, proper organisation of content, correct sivelling and 
punctuation and projver choice of words and structures arc the points to be 
considered in the test. .Some of the testing activities related to expression skills arc wnimg 
compositions, transformation of sentences, and answering questions on prescribed texts ami 
unseen passages where the answers may range from a single sentence to several paragraphs. 

Free composition is not very suitable for testing expression of the students who 
take up English as a second language. Therefore, it is better to control the composition so 
that the number of errors that the students are likely to make is reduced. Composition 
writing may take various forms, c.g,, Jelters, paragraphs, stories, dialogues and cs^ys. 
Whatever may be the form, it is better to contexluali/e the situation to test the students' 
skill in expression. Such controlled tesUs help the students to come out "with sumethtng t«> 
say’’, whereas the topics which give them no guidance fail to give direction to their ideax 
and leave them at a loss about what to write. 'I he questions on composition should, 
therefore, be well defined and should be within the range of the students' experience. 

Since at the secondary school stage, language is generally tested through written 
tests and examinations, only the following instructional objectives of English have been 
taken into consideration in this book ;
